in Air Action 


Capt. Smithwick 
Lost After Raid 
On German City 


C aptain Michael H. Smithwick, 
bom bardier of the eighth arm y 
air force in England and youngest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Frances J. 
Sm ithw ick of Palm Springs, is 
reported m issing in action over 
G elsenkirk, 
Germany, 
after 
a 
daylight bombing raid on August 
22, according to word to his p ar­ 
en ts this week. 
H e was in a Flying Fortress 
know n as “Inferno,” a plane of 
w hich he was very proud and 
w hich he described in glowing 
praise in letters to his parents. 


IN COMBAT DUTY 


Capt. Sm ithw ick was only 22 
and he and two other young cap­ 
tains in the crew w ere know n as 
the “C aptain Kids.” He had been 
in com bat duty since last May 
and had been aw arded th e covet­ 
ed air m edal after an especially 
successful engagem ent over G er­ 
m any on Ju ly 4. 
Capt. Sm ithw ick’s early educa­ 
tion was at St. Michaels college 
in S anta Fe, New Mexico, the 
Sm ithw ick fam ily at th at tim e re­ 
siding on a ranch in the m oun­ 
tains nearby. From there he w ent 
to the Abby school a t Canyon 
City, Colo. 


ACTIVE IN FLYING 


Q ualifying for the a ir corps, he 
trained at Ontario, Santa Ana 
and Victorville, graduating from 
the bom bardier school in Septem ­ 
ber, 1942, and being comm ission­ 
ed a second lieutenant. A fter 
three m onths he was prom oted to 
a first lieutenant and w ith a 
picked crew of squadron leaders 
and instructors w ent to m any 
fields in the nation, instructing 
and preparing crews, as w ell as 
continuing to be instructed, at 
W alla W alla and Spokane, Wash., 
Rapid City, South D akota, and 
fields at Boise City, Idaho, and 
Salt L ake City. His last U nited 
States address was K earney, Neb. 
E arly in May he w ent to Eng­ 
land and w as attached to the 
Eighth A ir Force of w hich he was 
trem endously proud. He declined 
an instructor’s position and ask­ 
ed to rem ain on combat duty. He 
was prom oted to captain, together 
w ith his pilot and navigator soon 
after reaching England. 


PROUD OF "INFERNO" 


In interesting and cheerful le t­ 
ters to his parents he spoke of his 
crew as so w ell trained th at noth­ 
ing could go wrong. Of the “In ­ 
ferno” he w rote: “It’s the best

Legal Rights for 


Indians Sought in 


New Federal Law 


Indians living 
on the Palm 
Springs reservation, as w ell as 
other 
California 
Indians, 
w ill 
have the same legal rights in the 
state as other citizens, under a 
congressional m ove w hich today 
had 
the 
backing 
of 
A ttorney 
Geeneral R obert W. Genny. 
A bill now pending in con­ 
gress seeks to 
give 
California 
Indians now living on reserva­ 
tions and rancherías, the same 
status as enjoyed by others by 
affording them the full responsi­ 
bilities and privileges of State 
laws. 
Thousands of California 
Indians, it w as explained who 
now live on such reservations, 
are answ erable only to Federal 
laws. 
WILL BE WELCOMED 
“I feel th at the Indians will 
welcome this m ove,” K enny said. 
“Federal procedure w hich now 
applies to m any of our State’s 
Indians, is often slow and in­ 
volved, and results m any tim es 
in hardships upon the Indians. 
We have instances w here Indians 
have been taken four or five hun­ 
dred miles to be tried in a Fed­ 
eral C ourt on a simple charge.” 
K enny stated th at 
the 
con­ 
gressional bill w ould reserve Fed­ 
eral control over the Indians in 
some m atters such as their tru st 
lands, bu t justice in all civil and 
crim inal m atters would be open 
to the m in courts of the State. 
SOUND OUT INDIANS 
He said th at 
Indian 
opinion 
would first be sounded out, but 
th at reports indicated that the 
Indians w ere in facor of the plan. 
It is understood th at Superin­ 
tendents of Indian reservations 
have given their support to the 
project. 
Kenny pointed out th a t the 
Federeral governm ent has appro­ 
priated 
neither 
the funds nor 
m aintains a large enough staff to 
supervise an effective law and 
order program in the State among 
the Indians.

“That pepped us up.” said Miss 
Gilchrist,” "and we went down 
faster." 
In Palm Springs they were 
noticed wandering up the street 
by a woman who, because of 
their tattered and weary condi­ 
tion. notified police. 
Police, to whom the alarm had 
been sounded Saturday of their 
disappearance, at once went to 
the scene in a police car and pick­ 
ed them up. 
PARENTS RUSH HERE 
At the police station they told 
their stories and were soon fed, 
the first meal save a pickle found 
in a camp and some berries, 
which they had had in three days. 
Parents, who had gathered at 
Idyllwild when the alarm first 
went out Saturday and who had 
spent an anxious week-end, hur­ 
ried here when the word of their 
rescue was sent Sheriff Carl Ray­ 
burn by local police. 
Except for some scratches and 
bruises, none had suffered inury 
but all expressed a disinclination 
to tour the mountains again soon. 
MANY IN SEARCH 
Under direction of Sheriff Ray­ 
burn, three posses had scoured 
the mountain area for the young­ 
sters, from Idyllwild and from 
Palm Springs. Fears for the 
safety of the trio increased when 
the girls’ sweaters were found 
at the top of Devil’s slide, at an 
8,000 foot elevation.
